On Xoveaber 22, 1965 I was assigned to the Trad* Kart ais part 

of a security force under the supervision of Captain C. A. Jones. 

After hearing of the President's aaaaaaination I, along jith 

i-t . J. L. Cunningham) J. 3. Tuny, and M. A. Bunk, was instructed 

by Captain J neo to proceed to the acene of the aaaaaaination. 

Sinroute we heard on the police radio that officer J. It. 'i'ij., it 

had been ab-,/t in Oak Cliff and a euKpect had been seen going 

into the library at £. Jefferson and Marsalis. Me proceeded 

to this location and upon arriving found it to be false. 

'lie left the library and heard a report that a suspect fitting 
th« description was se«n in the Texas theatre, 231 Jefferson, 
and was hiding in the balcony, -■"'e proceeded to this location 
and I began searching the b; loony . I start.? 'i down the stairs 
and heard someone shout, "I've got him down here". I went 
downstairs and assisted in arresting Lee Harvey uswal'i. At 
this tiae, Officer K. 8. McDonald had this subject and was 
attempting to take a pistol out of his hand, i along *ith 
nusieroua other officers grabbed Oswald and someone took the 
pistol out of his hand. Handcuffs were then placed on the 
subject. At this tine the prisoner began shouting "I'm not 
resisting and I'v proclaialng police brutality". «e were 
instructed b. Captain westbrook to gat the prisoner in a 
car and take hia to the City Hall. At this tias Detective 
B. K . Carroll acd other officers took the prisoner out the 
front door of the Xhoatre where there was a large crowd of 
people gathered outsi-i*. Th.- people wvre shouting "kill hia" 
and "let us kill hi.':". The prisoner ..at, placed in a squad 
car and iaaedlately taken away. 

I along with Lt . Cunningham and J. B. tony remained at the 
Theatre and took the names and addressee of the occupants 
of the Theatre. »« brought a witness 10 the City Hall who 
saw Oswald in tiist Theatre and who also heard the pistol click, 
when it raafired as Jfficer McDonald attempted to arrest 
Oswald.
